Soviet Paper 
Lauds Ties 
With Japan 


MOSCOW, Dec. 12 (Kyodo- 
UP)—The Soviet Government 
newspaper Izvestia Wednesday 
Called the normalization of rela- 
tions between the Soviet Union 
and Japan an “important factor 
strengthening the peace in the 
Far East.” 


Commenting on the exchange 
of documents ratifying the end 
of the state of war between the 
two countries, Izvestia said “So- 
viet public opinion greets the 
normalization of Soviet-Japanese 
relations which is recognized as 
an important factor in strength- 
—_ the peace in the Far 

st.” 


In an editorial, Izvestia said 
mutual advantages accrue for 
both sides from normal rela- 
ticns, especially in the field of 
trade. In addition, it said, 
“both countries possess great 
cultural values. All this allows 
for an exchange of experience 
which rebounds profit for both 
peoples and still further 
strengthens good neighborly re- 
lations between them”, 


Izvestia said the normaliza’ 
tion of relations would end 
Japan’s “isolation” and will do 
much to terminate the 
“estrangement” of other Asian 
countries toward Japan.

88 Poles Seized 
In Stettin Riot 


WARSAW, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
Eighty-eight persons were re- 
ported held Wednesday in the 
anti-Soviet Szczecin (Stettin) 
riot. The official press disclos- 
ed a wave of unrest across Po- 
land. 


The Polish Government sent 
an apology to the Soviets for 
the attack on the Russian Con- 
sulate in Monday night’s Szcze- 
cin outburst. 

Newspapers which first play- 
ed down the riots as drunken 
hooliganism reported that the 
demonstrators attacked police 
headquarters and the local pro- 
secutor’s office, and tried to 
break open the jail. 


They were dispersed from 
the jail by security troops and 
police using tear gas. 

The attack on the Soviet Con- 
sulate followed two hours later. 
The demonstrators got inside 
the building and damaged furni- 
ture. The papers did not report 
what happened to the Consulate 
staff. 


Most of those arrested re. 
portedly are youngsters, among 
them many pupils of city 
technical schools who started 
demonstrating as a_ protest 
against Russian interyention in 
Hungary.

UP)—Admiral Arleigh A, 
Burke, Chief of U.S. Naval 
Operations, in a speech be

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‘Foreign Intrigue’ 
By FOUMY SAISHO 


As converted television mate- 
rial, “Foreign Intrigue” which 
opened at Marunouchi-Nikkatsu 
vesterday has every easy qual- 
ity of popular entertainment. 
It is a neat, efficient cloak-and- 
dagger piece set in the actual 
locale of the: French Riviera, 
Vienna, Stockholm, Paris, Ver- 
sailles, photographed in breath- 
taking coiors. 


It is said that the popular 
television writer Sheldon Rey- 
nolds followed his own method 
of movie-making adapting the 
story from his own television 
program and fitted the story to 
the scenics rather than the 
other way round. This is not 
surprising from the occasional 
flatness and fiimsiness pecullar- 
ly present throug). all the dra- 
matics of this extremely smooth 
show. 

It is the same sense of emp- 
tiness one feels when confront- 
ed with a piece of art work 
which is obviously competent, 
technically faultless, yet lacking 
jn that final single spark which 
distinguishes a living thing 
from a dead one, or a semi-dead 
one. Perhaps it is not fair to 
demand of a picture like “For- 
eign Intrigue” more than its 
share of melodramatic compe- 
tence in the first place, yet its 
set-up and technique are so 
good that one longs for sub- 
stance that is not there, or is 
not particularly meant to be 
there. 


Events happen, plenty of 
them, in this film, but they are 
never once reported from in- 
side; the exterior gestures and 
the end results are faithfully 
recorded but not their meaning 
or motive force, so that one 
wonders finally what all the 
fuss is really about. 


Characters are cast expertly. 
Few are perhaps better suited 
than Robert Mitchum to fill the 
role he does in this film—his 
job is to render plausible what 
is not essentially plausible or 
what is not there at all, or what 
is vacuous. He achieves his 
effect by his remarkable imparti- 
bility rather than by any his- 
trionics or any other acting 
ability. The role he fills in is 
that of press secretary of an 
international spy tycoon named 
Danemore (Jean Galland). The 
picture starts out with the sud- 
den death of his employer in his 
mansion on the French Riviera 
one fine spring day. 

Beyond the fact that the late 
Danemore had mysterious 
transactions with certain Eu- 
ropean nationals, which made 
him extremely rich, secretary 
Mitchum knows little and cares 
less. But his curiosity is aroused 
when he is asked. the same 
question by several individuals 
immediately after the death of 
his master—‘“did he say any 
thing?” 


The posers of the identical 
question include the dead man’s 
exotic wife (Genevieve Page). 
She is a sort of woman wo 
mixes business with pleasure 
and is completely unscrupulous 
to get what she wants. And 
what she wants apparently is 
Mitchum and her dead nus- 
band’s- wealth and racket for 
herself. Mitchum’s drift over 
to another woman _  (Ingird 
Tulean) in Stockholm, infuriates 
her into a small time terrorist 
to block every step of Nis way.

‘Gaby’

“Gaby,” beginning\Dec. 15 at 
the Shibuya Panthéon is a 
CinemaScope Eastmancolor ver- 
sion of the 1930 Robert Sher- 
wood play, “Waterloo Bridge,” 
best remembered perhaps for 
a Vivien Leigh film of the 
same name. In this version 
the time is moved up to the 
before D-Day when 
John Kerr, an American sol- 
dier, meets ballerina’ Leslie 
Caron and they fall in love. 


Before they can make it 
legal, however, he is shipped 
off to Normandy and soon re- 
ported dead. Leslie, conscience- 
stricken that on their last 
night she turned him decéntly, 
properly and coldly from her 
warm door, realizes that now 
she “will never have him” and 
consequently starts making it 
up to anything in a uniform 
that can still walk. 


She does such a thorough job 
of it that when Kérr returns— 
not having been dead at all— 
she is again thoroughly asham- 
ed of herself, this time because 
she is “no longer innocent.” 
She tells him all in a big scene 
where John clutches the bridge 
of his nose as though in the 
throes of migraine and makes 
like about to get sick. 

Kerr’s reaction may well be 
that of the spectator to this 
slick little mumber, half sex, 
half sentiment, and 99.44% 
pure soap-opera. I don’t remem- 
ber anything about the original 
play and all I can recall of the 
previous\ film is that Vivien 


-Leigh walked under a convoy 


of trucks at the end but I doubt 
either could conceivably have 
been worse. 

There are some nicely sordid 
sets by Cedric Gibbons, a good 
performance by Tama Elg as 
Leslie’s roommate, and some 
rather inferior ballet. Otherwise 
John could do no better than 
hold his nose through the 
entire film and Leslie’s look- 
ing conscience-stricken through 
eight long reels is at least the 
only decent thing to do. 


‘Die Letzte Brucke’ 


“Die Letzte Brucke” (The 
Last Bridge), opening at Scala- 
za Saturday, is an Austrian film 
directed by a German—Helmut 
Kautner. Members of the cast 
are literally  internationz]— 
Swedish-German Maria Schell, 
Bernhard Wicki, a Swede, and 
Barbara Rutting, the outstand- 
ing German actress, to name 
only the principal few. 


This is a picture of consider- 
able caliber and beauty in black 
and white with a semi-docu- 
mentary fidelity to details. The 
scenes of small village warfares 
conducted by the partisans are 
inimitable reproductions. 


It is quite wrong to suppose, 
from the _ heroine’s personal 
heroism as a doctor, that this is 
just another film fiction clothed 
in an authentic anti-war getup.

Extremely réal though Maria 
Schell’s impersonation is of the 
heroic girl Helga, hers serves 
merely as the releasing point 
for what the author wants to 
say—the bleakness of life under 
war whether you are a com- 
batant or noncombatant, 


The scene is set in a small 
town in Italy, 1943, and a Ger- 
man field-hospital caring for the 
wounded which includes Hun- 
garian partisans. Helga (Maria 
Schell), a German woman doc- 
tor is kidnaped by the parti- 
sans and brought before their 
headmen, and is coerced into 
treating their sick and wound- 
ed. Though rebelifous at first, 
she soon develops compassion 
toward her charge. 


Helga has, on the German 
line, a sweetheart sergeant 
(Carl Mohner), but she refuses 
to leave her patients and dies 
in the act of crossing the bridge 
that joins the confronting 
parties. 


It is true that Helga is drawn 
larger-than-life size, only for a 
melodramatic effect—her super- 
human service to the enemy 
wounded and sick, her renuncia- 
tion of personal happiness. The 
ending is particularly calculated 
for an effect, yet peculiarly it 
does not mar the sober beauty 
of this film. 


The sobriety is in the fine de- 
tails of the petty village guer- 
rilla fighting, in the nagging 
misery of the fear-ridden non- 
professionals. It is particularly 
there in human relations revolv- 
ing around Helga. Helga her- 
self is more or less a conven- 
..onal heroine, but people who 
come in contact with her—the 
partisan soldier (memorably 
played by Bernhard Wicki) and 
the. partisan woman spy (Bar- 
bara Rutting), for example, are 
completely nonconventional in 
their personal reactions - to 
Helga, and they are delightfully 
alive. Emotional reality, not 
, litical reality, is captured 
with straight-eyed, tough-mind- 
ed individualism.

Oil Products Show

oil products in Japan remained 
generally normal in October 
with production and imports 
increasing steadily, according 
to an International Trade and 
Industry bulletin. 


It said the Middle East con- 
flict, which raised the gasoline 
price.in December, did not have 
any immediate effects on prices 
during the October period. 


Details of the demand and 
supply of oil in October. were: 

October output of oil products

to 1,067,000 kiloliters or 9.5 per 
cent more than September.

But the debates, on the whole, were far 


with regard to the Japanese- 


Soviet agreements which led to the normalization of rela- 
tions between the two nations. 


In fact, the Diet session ended for all practical purposes 
last Saturday when the Strike Control Law resolution was 
approved. Since then, the legislators have been drawing 
their pay and their special allowances while showing 
nothing for the added expense of keeping the Diet in ses- 


sicn. 


The conclusion that can be drawn is that the Diet 
members think nothing of spending public funds for their 


own purposes, 


And yet the Diet is the guardian not only 


of the people’s rights but also of the nation’s purse strings. 


There is also need for our legislators to reflect on their 
conduct in the course of the present struggle being waged 
to deciae the Liberal-Democratic Party leadership. Three 
chief candidates for the party presidency and their sup- 
porters have set up their campaign headquarters in first- 
class hotels—where it is reported a steady stream of geishas 


are enlivening proceedings. 


Put worse than that are the rumors which have been 
persistently appearing in the vernaculars that the conser- 
vative Diet members would be willing to throw their sup- 
port for one or the other of the three candidates, depending 
upon the size of the bribe offered them. We naturally hope 
that these charges are not true. But it is nonetheless a biting 


commentary on the reputation held by our Diet members 
that such rumors should even appear in public print. 

Then again, the Diet members made quite a stir in 
their efforts to participate in the parade of dignitaries to 
the United Nations to view Japan’s admission to that body. 
Several legislators with titles that make little sense are 
making the trip to New York. But they have, of course, 
chosen to ignore the fact that Japan has had to pay qypite 
a heavy price for the Soviet pledge to support her entry— 
and noc the least of the concessions is the sacrifice of the 
islands of Etorofu and Kunashiri. 


It was Abraham Lincoln who said, “You can fool all 
the people some of the time, and some of the people all 
the time, but you cannot fool all the people all of the time.” 


This certainly holds true now as it did then. 


Our Diet 


members may believe that their shortcomings are escaping 
the public eye. But the voting public is far more intelligent 
than the legislators think, and the people will not be fooled 


all of the time. 


The time will come when the electorate 


Will speak out strongly and justly against the Diet members 
who do not come up to its expectations. 


The blithe unconcern of 


the legislators over the fact 


they were doing practically nothing during a part of the 
legal period set for the Diet session is disconcerting to say 


the least.

Farsighted Joint European Policy Needed for Free World Survival 


BONN—The persistence of 
the fact that dictatorial commu- 
nism is out to dominate the 
world and will not stop short 
of anything to reach its aim, 
should preserve the free peo- 
ples from judging and acting 
on too narrow a perspective, 
particularly at the present mo- 
ment when critical situations 
have accumulated throughout 
the world. Any isolated action 
is nowadays bound to be 
critically dangerous for any 
statesman whom Soviet Russia 
opposes either’ directly or 
indirectly. 

The Kremlin’s brutal violence 
in Hungary and the nature of 
its intervention in the Near 
East conflict should cause the 
West to become much more 
vigilant than it has ever been. 
I should think that any person 
with any moral sense would be 
disgusted with the _§ self-con- 
tradiction of a great power 
smilingly advocating peaceful 
co-existence and at the same 
time attempting to drown in 
blood the desire for freedom 
of a small Central European 
nation while acting the part of 
the protector of ‘freedom in the 
Suez Canal area, 

The events of recent weeks 
have taught us several decisive- 
ly important lessons. The most 
important among them is that 
Soviet Russia should not be 
giyen any chance in future of 
establishing itself as a ferment 
of decomposition anywhere in 
the world and maneuvering the 
free nations into opposite posi- 
tions. 

Need for Aid 

The case of Egypt should 
intensify recognition of the 
fact that timely, adequate and 
generous assistance for  pur- 
poses of economic development 
offered to an _ economically 
weak country contributes to 
the maintenance of world 
peace.

Nishi Nihon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) predicted that the most im- 
portant items on the agenda of 
the NATO counci! meeting open- 
ed at Paris will be the latest 
situation in the Middle East and 
East Europe. The paper re- 
minded that relations between 
Britain, France and the United 
States had become the coldest 
since the termination of World 
War I, centering around the 
Anglo-French military opera- 
tions in Egypt. It will be most 
noteworthy, it said, how the 
three countries wil! trv to re 
cover their staggering unity. 
Any defect in the tripartite 


unity, the paper said, will onty 
help. weaken the setup of NATO, 


Chugoku Shimbun _ (Hiroshi- 
ma) pointed out that the 
deterioration of the Hungarian 
situation can be traced to So- 
viet rashness in establishing 
the Kadar regime after ousting 
the Nagy Government. This 
also sufficed to show how un- 
reasonable it was to crush with 
force the racial consciousness 
and patriotic feeling of the 
Hungarian people, the paper 
said. In this regard, the paper 
rebuked the Soviet forces in 
Hungary for having shot even 
Hungarian women and children 
who worshiped before unknown 
soldiers’ tombs. It said it can- 
not but describe such Russian 
deeds as inhumane. The paper 
wondered if the Soviets ex- 
pected to win the hearts of the 
Hungarians with such _in- 
human activities. 


Sankei-Jiji expressed its con- 
gratulations on the exchange of 
the instruments of ratification 
of the Russo-Japanese Joint. 
Declaration which allows Japan 
to stand on a broader basis of 
diplomacy. The paper warned, 
however, that Japan should not 
forget it is a member of the free 
nations and can live only on the 
basis. of cooperation with the 
Free World. It will be a mistake 
for this nation, the paper said, 
to consider any plan for making 
this country neutral between the 
East and West. It regretted that 
the most important territorial 
issue has been carried over to 
the future.

It cannot be contested that 
th. vital problems of the Near 
East and Europe are Closely 
interrelated. They Can best be 
solved in a peaceful way and 
to the mutual benefit by West- 
ern efforts on the economic 
level. I believe that even now 
it is neither too late nor a). 
together hopeless tO act along 
these lines. 

‘Jn Mutual Interests 

Soviet Russia’s intentions are 
fundamentally so unequivocal 
that the direction of the neces- 
sary counteraction needs scarce- 
ly to be discussed. The Krem- 
lin’s present insistence on “paci- 
fication” jn the Near East can- 
not hide its ulterior motive, 
namely, to gain a determining 
influence on the exploitation of 
the Near Eastern oil resources, 
nor conceal its attempt to 
penetrate the entire Mediter- 
ranean area as thoroughly as 
possible and to gain a dominat- 
ing influence in the Near East, 
That, however, would constitute 
a quite extraordinary menace 
for all of Europe. 

In the face of such possibili- 
ties it is not sufficient to argue 
that this affects a common Eu- 
ropean-American interest be- 
cause the United States too, can- 
not afford to ignore develop- 
ments in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean and because Europe can- 
rot maintain herself ir relation 
to the Soviet bloc unless she 
proceeds hand in hand with the 
United States of America, 

In addition to such considera- 
tions, it is necessary for us Eu- 
ropeans to act in common and 
to unite our countries in one 
way or another. In trying to 
do so we should not confine 
ourselves to the countries of the 
coal and steel community. Great 
Britain should also join us, and 
we should of course gladly wel- 
come any other European coun- 
try which decides to become a 
member. 

Strength in Unity 

The free countries of Europe 
with their. approximately 200 
million inhabitants, if united, 
undoubtedly possess the econo- 
mic strength to maintain them- 
selves in the face of the eco- 
nomic strength of Soviet Russia. 
Should, however, the European 
nations continue to pursue po- 
licies based on ideas of the past, 
they will have no right to be 
surprised at being ground to 
pieces in the not too distant 
future. Such will assuredly be 
the fate of Europe if its nations 
prefer to pursue predominantly 


national interests and to think 
merely national thoughts. 
Considering. that extensive 
economic and _ political blocs 
have developed in the world 
since the last war, Europe can- 
not continue to be split up in 
small countries. A Europe in 
which every country tries to 
cultivate a national economy of 
its own is bound to lose ground 
progressively in international 
competition. While it is quite 
understandable that the road to 
the large European Community 
is beset with obstacles raised by 
special political and economic 


interests, we should not allow. 


anything to deflect us from ad- 
vancing along this road consist- 
ently. 


In this matter, we in Ger- 
many have a valuable historical 
experience to draw on, which 
is capable of encouraging and 
inspiring anyone who contem- 
plates the possibility of a Euro- 
pean Community. As late as 130 
years ago Germany consisted 
of a great many tiny countries 
each of which was proud of its 
own sovereignty. A multipli- 
city of frontiers and customs 
barriers impeded business in an 
unbelievable way. This ana- 
chronism was overcome Dy 
people who thought and acted 
soberly and with common sense 
along economic lines. 


Closer Cooperation 


For this, it was necessary to 
reduce many special interests 
to reasonable proportions and 
to renounce many an old habit 
before the German customs 
union could be created. Its 
success thoroughly confounded 
those who had opposed it, for 
economic progress throughout 
the territory of that customs 
union was immediate and re- 
markable. 

May a= similar destiny be 
vouchsafed to Europe! It will 
be so if the European nations 
and countries associate as close- 
ly as possible and free them- 
selves from the idea that every 
nation should continue the 
habit of going it alone. Some 
of the attempts of recent years 
to arrive at European unifica- 
tion have failed. This should 
not discourage us. Admittedly 
our present negotiations tending 
to create a European Atomic 
Energy Authority and a com- 
mon European market will con- 
stitute only partial solutions of 
the problem, but they imply 
the’ possibility of a far-sighted 
joint European policy. And 
this is encouraging for anyone 
who has no illusions about the 
magnitude of the dangers which 
menace all free nations equally. 


Japan’s “Turning Point’ 


LONDON (UP)—The London 
Times said in an editorial to 
day Dec. 12 that with the ratifi- 
cation of the Russo-Japanese 
agreements Japan was now ap 
proaching “a turning point.” 

The editorial said: 

“Hatoyama has finally seen 
his agreement with Russia rat- 
ified by both Houses of the 
Japanese Diet; next Wednes- 
day the instruments of ratifica- 
tion will ‘be exchanged in To- 
kyo and the last barrier to 
Japan’s entry into the United 
Nations will have been re- 
moved. Having thus achieved the 
form—if not all the substance— 
of his ambitions, Hatoyama has 
now announced his retirement 
from the premiership when the 
extraordinary session of the Diet 
ends this week. The Liberal- 
Democratic Party must find a 
new leader and much may 
depend upon their choice. Until 
his death early this year no 
one questioned Ogata’s right to 
the succession. But now there 
is no obvious candidate. 

“A change of this kind has 
almost the importance of a 
change of government, for in 
Japan a thin covering of party 
loyalty covers the differences of 
several cliques each with its 
own leader. It might be liken- 
ed to the political factions with- 
in parties in 18th-century Eng- 
land. Nor is it only the choice 
of a successor that will be diffi- 
cult. 

“The intrigue between the 
factions has concentrated dur- 
ing the past year almost entire- 
ly on the one question of a set- 


tlement with Russia. In what- 
ever form fresh negotiations 
over the Southern Kuriles may 
be undertaken, that issue is 
now in abeyance. The positions 
taken up and the _ passions 
aroused must recede. So now 
it means new issues to be faced 
as well as a new man to lead 
Japan in facing them, 


“The choice will not neces- 


sarily be decided by experience, 
Shigemitsu has been able to 
please no one in his luckless role 
as Foreign Minister, standing 
between the fire of the left and 
Hatoyama’s wayward moves, 
Though ‘Yoshida is off the polit- 
ical scene, he has his own fol- 
lowing in the Liberal-Democra- 
tic Party and he will certainly 
play his hand. A compromise 
candidate seems the most like- 
ly. 

“Then there are these issues. 
There may be a breathing space 
before relations with China 
creep, up to the fore; but they 
are always simmering. Expan- 
sion of trade with Southeast 
Asia, so vital to Japan, still 
awaits a reparations settlement 
with Indonesia. More funda- 
mental, perhaps, than any of 
these is Japar’s place in Asia 
and the world. Tne Suez crisis 
underlined the choice. Hato- 
yama’s successor may find none 
of these issues urgent. The dis- 
cipline of the Japanese people 
can allow of much government 
indecision and even intrigue and 
corruption. But a new phase 
is probably beginning and be- 
fore long Japan may come to 
the parting of the ways.”

Air Base Problems

CLARK FIELD, Manila—The 
breakdown of negotiations here 
between the U.S. Air Force and 
Philippines Government  con- 
cerning American-held air 
bases here, throws into strong 
focus a problem which is 
plaguing both America and 
Britain. Here America holds 
an air base, vital to the defense 
of the Philippines, on a 99-year 
lease. But there are. ele- 
ments in the Philippines wilil- 
ing to be unpatriotic enough to 
make political sport out of such 
holdings to inflame passions to 
“get the Americans out.” 

This is all done under the 
specious guise of “patriotism.’ 
I found the same thing at Oki- 
nawa among some spurious and 
phoney patriots and one finds 
the same outlook in Japan 
among some elements toward 
America’s retention of Tachi- 
kawa and other air bases, the 


holding of which are in the 
best interests of Japan's de- 
fense. 


Britain is of course similarly 
plagued by Nasser’s brand of 
“patriotism” in Egypt and by 
the Cypriots and Greeks in 
Cyprus. She has had similar 
trouble with similar characters 
in Iraq and Trans-Jordan. All 
these types in Japan, the 
Philippines and Cyprus run 
true to form. 

If they paused for a moment 
to look ahead—the true test of 
statesmanship—they do _ not 
have to look beyond the end of 
their noses to realize that the 
atomic engine for aircraft is 
coming. When it comes it wii 
confer upon both the United 
States Air Force and the Royal 
Air Force immense range. Alir- 
craft will be able to stay in the 
air for two years on a pound 
of uranium. But these air 
forces will be giad to settle for 
atomic energy which will en- 
able their planes to stay aloft 
for two wecks. 

With such range and dura- 
tion at their disposal, these air 
forces will no longer require 
many of those bases round the 
world to which strategy has to 
be anchored at present due to 
limited range of gas driven en- 
gines. They will not require 
Clark Field, Taiwan, Okinawa, 
Japanese bases, Cyprus and a 
host of others. Aircraft will be 
able in one giant stride to car- 
ry full loads from home bases 
in America and England to any 
destination without the use of 
intermediate fueling or main- 
tenance or servicing or supply 
bases. They will all be over- 
flown. 

The development of the atom- 
ic engined aircraft is of course 
inevitable but in the normal 
course of research the aircraft 
is more likely to dominate the 
period 1970 to 1980. But every 


‘time politicians seek to exploit 


patriotism by the presence of 
foreign forces in their midst, es- 
pecially where the forces are 
there’ by equal treaties signed 
honorably as between equal sov- 
ereign nations, it hastens the 
day. | 

This will make the air force in- 
dependent of all these troubles 
and anxieties. Why hasten the 
movement? Do not wisdom, 
sagacity, sound patriotism, and 
statesmanship suggest that the 
foreign forces should be made 
so welcome, made to feel so 
much at home, left free from 
all pinpricks that they them- 
selves do not bother to sink vast 
sums into research programs 
for the atomic engined aircraft? 

It is in the prime interests of 
weak or ill-defénded countries 
to keep these air forces on their 
soil so that they secure both the 
protection and the prosperity 
involved, It is in the interests 
of the air forces to liquidate 
obligations in fgreign lands and 
confer upon their aircraft the 
longest possible range, The 
spurious patriots by their 
mouthings are playing right 
into the hands of this policy. 
They will only have themselves 
to thank or blame when these 
bases are vacated on the ground 
that they are no longer re- 
quired. 

And Nasser has been guilty 
of the same folly in Egypt. In 
12 years’ time when the Suez 
Canal is due to be returned to 
Egypt as the Suez Canal Com- 
pany’s 99 years’ lease expires, 
the atomic-engined merchant 
ship may be with us and Nasser 
will have a nice canal all to 
himself without a ship on it or 
a ripple on the waters. His 
antics are bound to cause Eng- 
land, America and other lands to 
hasten the coming of the atomic 
engined merchant ship. This is 
the incredible folly of ignorant 
politicians,

Khrushchev on the Middle East 


WASHINGTON—When Khru- 
shchevy and Bulganin visited 
Great Britain last April, Prime 
Minister Sir Anthony Eden told 
them bluntly that Britain would 
fight for its vital interests in 
the Middle East, even against 
the Soviet Union. At first, the 
visiting Russians pretended to 
be shocked, saying “we came to 
talk about peace, not war.” But 
in the end, the outspoken Khru- 
shchev was almost as frank as 
Eden had been, and what he 


said has a special significance in 
the present situation. 


The Soviet Union did not 
want a world war, Khrushchev 
said. But the Soviet Union also 
had natural interests and aspira- 
tions in the Middle East. And, 
short of war, the Soviets would 
do everything in their power to 
“liberate” the area from “the im- 
perialists”—meaning, of course, 
the British and the Americans. 


Khrushehey and _  Bulganin 
have been, for once, as good as 
their word. If an alliance of 
convenience with Egypt's Col, 
Nasser, they are doing every- 
thing in their power to elimi- 
nate British interests in the 
Middle East, thus reducing Brit- 
ain to a third-class power and 
destroying the Western Alliance, 
Their chief instrument at the 
moment is Syria’s Col. Abdel 
Hamid Serraj. Col. Nasser js, 
as it were, the majority stock- 
holder in Serraj, but the Soviets 
aiso have a controlling interest 
in the Serraj regime. 


They exercise their control- 
ling interest through Soviet 
arms for the regime, and sup- 
port for the regime by the 
Syrian Communist party. The 
immediate object of the joint 
Nasser-Soviet exercise is to 
bring down Iraq's Premier Nuri 
Said, and pull Iraq out of the 
anti-Soviet, Baghdad Pact. Thus 
British (and American) ol] re 
sources in Iraq would be endan- 
gered. More important, the 
British would be denied the 
base rights in Iraq which are 
vital to the protection of the 
British oil sources in the Per- 
sian Gulf, for which they are 
pledged to fight. 


The importance which the 
Soviets attach to the joint ex 
ercise is suggested by the fact 
that attacks on the Iraqi Gov- 
ernment have now become the 
central theme of the Soviet 
propaganda line. The ultimate 
object of the exercise is of 
course, to make the Middle East 
a Soviet satrapy.

That some such move would 
be the immediate consequence 
of Col. Nasser’s triumph in the 
Suez Canal dispute was entirely 
predictable, and was, indeed, 
repeatedly predicted in this

MELBOU RNE—Notwithstand- 
ing the brutal crushing of the 
Hungarian revolt by Soviet 
forces, the Hungarian people 
continue to resist the puppet ha- 
dar Government which has new 
imposed martial law on the 
country, and it is a martial law 
that will be enforced by Russian 
and not by Hungarian arms, 


Now, during these last weeks 
the Communist press of Peiping 
and Moscow has admitted that 
the Hungarian peopie had just 
grievances against Stalinist ty- 
ranny. But they have gone on 
to say that so-called reactionary 
elements have taken charge and 
have perverted the course of the 
Hungarian revolution.
